Former Dean 
T. To Jones 
Is Dead At 81 



A former UK Dean of Men, Dr. 
Theodore Tolman Jones, 81. died 
early this week at the Central 
Baptist Hospital in Lexington. 

Dr Jones, who was al.so head of 
the Department of Ancient Langu- 
ages and Literatures, retired in 
1947. He joined the UK staff in 
1902 as instructor of Latin and was 
made assistant professor in 1904 

In 1909 he became head of the 
Latin Department, later named 
the Department of Ancient Langn- 
ag es and Uteratwes. 

Dr. Jones was appointed acting 
dean of men in 1922 and dean of 
men in 1933. He served as acting 
dean of the graduate school in 
1S32. 

Born In Manchester, the dean 
taught In the Clay County schools 
for a short period. He received his 
A.B. degree from UK In IMS, his

Almost lost in thr rxcitrment of final exams and graduation 
last month was the decision of the faculty to raise the miniimim 
academic standing required of University students. 

The new ruling will make probation or dismissal the pen- 
ahiet ht hOun to oMike a ttanding of 2.0. In the past, fresh- 
men have been required to average 1.4, sophomores 1.6 and 
upperclassmen 1.8. The new plan wlU effect fradunen ^bit fall 

and all students in the fall of 1959. 

Not in many years— perhaps never— has the University taken 
such a giant step to improve its academic reputation. Last fall 
37 per cent of the undergraduate students here made below 
a 2.0. Many M those will be better students under the new 
plan, and the ones Vfho don't, want to try can ndke reom lor 
others who do. 

But higher standards alone are not enough. The University 
needs a uniform grading system, applicable to all undergrad- 
uates. The new ruling will be effective in the colleges of Arts 
and Sciences and Goimnerce, but in $hB odier coUeges the poor 
students will continue to ^ide by. 

A breakdown of grades from last fall shows diat only two 
of the 31 departments in A&S and Commerce averaged 3.0 or 
bt^tter for all classes, and four of the 31 averaged below 2.0. 
At the same time, 11 of the 28 departments in the other colleges 
averaged over 3.0, and none of them were below 2.0. 

It would appear from afl this that a grade of C in A&S or 
Commerce would correspond to an A or a B in one of the other 
colleges, while a C in one of those coDeges might not rate a 

passing grade in A&S or Commerce. 

The figures (ion't balance. If the faculty will take on stei) 
further and adopt a uniform grading system, then we'll all have 
to work for an education, and the 1^00 graduates who leave 
here each year wt Hl ha » e a comm o n yaidstick to b e measur e d by.

Learn Latin

.srhool pupils are enjoying the lan- 
guage on the University campus 
this .summer. 

The youngsttn ranfe In age 
from nine tb It. Tfiejr are par- 
tlripatinK in a proRram started 
by Dr. Wllbrrt L. Carr of the UK 
Ancient Languages Department 
during the summer of IMS. 

Originally the pupUe eane tram 
the .seventh, eighth and ninth 
grades, but la.st .summer an addi- 
tional cla.s.s was .started which in- 
cluded pupil.s reaching a.s low as 
the fourth grade. 

The pupils are being Introduced 
to the language In much the same 
way a.s they are tauKht to speak 
EnglLsh. This is the aural-oral 
method. At first the pupUs hear 
Latin spoken and answer questions 
In the language about objects In 
the dlassroom. Later they learn to 
read brief dialogue.s from their 
text book. 

The students have had no Latin 
previously but the program allows 
them to study the language until 
they reach the age where they 
can take c ott r m at their own 
schools.
